Juergen Stroop wrote daily re- 
ports on the progress of the War- 
saw Ghetto Grossaktion (arge- 
scale operation}. On the first day, 
April 1%, 1943, a tank he sent in 
was twice set on fire by incen- 
diary bottles thrown by the de- 
fenders, und the Germans re- 
treated with the logs of 12 men. 
They had employed over 1,200 
troops, supported by tanks, ho- 
witzers and flamethrowers. 

For the 28 days of the uncqual 
battle, Juergen methodically lists

“A total of 1,599 Jews were 
cought today (the 12th day). of 
whom 170 were shot in hattle.

On the last day, Stroop record- 
ed: "A total of 56,065 Jews have 
been destroyed; 631 bunkers wera 
located and destroyed; weapons 
found include seven Polish, one 
Russlan and seven German rifles, 
59 pistols, several hundred hand- 
Rrenades and a few hundred in- 
cendiary bottles. The Germans al- 
so captured 1,240 used German

In many peace agreements of the 
16th, 17th and 18th centuries, 
provision Is made for the des- 
truction of fortresses on the 
Rhine, generally the same ones 
over and over again, which shows 
how closely such agreements were 
adhered to. The demilitarization 
of the Rhineland of 1919 whs, 


in fact, the second general demi- bi 


litarization of the area, the first 
being clause 84 of the Treaty of 
Westphalia, which ended the 
Thirty Years War in 1648. This 
laid down that “No forts shail 
he erected on this side of the 
Rhine from Basle to Phillips- 
burg” — a distance of over 200 
τη. 


A close runner-up is the Da- 
nube and Black Sen area, Rus- 
sia’s southern push against Tur- 
key, which began in 1700, was 
punctuated by successive peace 
agreements which enforced on the 
weaker side — initially Russia 
— the destruction of fortifica- 
tions, This one-sided, demilitariza- 
tion reached its climax with the 
Peace of Paris in 1856. In view 
of the defeat of Russia in the 
Crimean war, the whole Black 
Sea area was declared to be one 
large demilitarized zone, in which 
warships and all naval’ fortifica- 
tions would be forbidden. Al- 
though the peace treaty dressed 
this up &s “neutralization” Le. an 
agreement not to use a certain 
area aa ἃ war zone, this was 
simply a ploy to make the ob- 
vious one-sidedness of the demi- 
litarization more palatable to the 
Russiang, 


THE RECURRENCE of the same 
areas and fortifications ja ἃ clear 
sign that these agreaments were 
more honoured In the breach 
than the observance. This is par- 
ticularly true when the zone is 
Obviously one-sided. To come back 
to the case of the Black Sea, 
the only state that would want 
to use it for flags of war was 
patently Russta; and to state that 
Turkey could not use the sea 
either merely rubbed salt into the 
wound. The result was that Rus- 
ala en, denounced the 
agreement in 1870. 

In the same way, the Rhine- 
land demilitarization’ of 1919 was 
one-sided, It was the minimum 
the French would accept to_al- 
lay their fears of another Ger- 
men attack.

A demilitarized zone does, to 
be sure, have its uses, In the 
immediate situation following a 
cease-fire, when decisions to open 
fire taken at a low military level 
can endanger the whole — house 
of cards, a buffer sector, pre- 
ferably patrolled by neutral forces.

purpose, In the long run, how- 
ever, such a zone perpetuates the 
memory of defeat and stands as 
an eternal monument of shame 
for the side defeated.

Rosolio: “I can’t comment on 
this specific case, hecause I have 
not studied it, but I qnite under- 
stand the store owner, 'The break- 
ing into his shop, according to 
his priorities, Is the most serious 
crime of the day, and his attitude 
is, ‘What do, I care about other 
crimes, I want my case trented 
fast.’ I understand this way of 
thinking. don’t want to de- 
fend my men blindly. Who knows, 
mayhe there are some men who 
are not as efficient as I should 
like them to be. 

“In general, community re- 
lations are our soft underbelly, I 
. fm aware of this. There are police 
forces in some parts of the 
world that have special divisions 
to deal with community relations. 
All their job consists of is polng 
to someone whose shop or house 
has been ‘broken into and trying 
to cool him off, That's all, not 
to promise him anything, or tell 
him any lies, but just to give 
him the feeling that he has a 
flood Police force working for

“Community relations is the 
packaging of our product, and the 
Israel Police doesn’t seem to be 
selling its product in a very pol- 
ished and shiny package. I'm 
aware of this problem. I believe 
that in the past 16 months wa 
have made some improvements in 
this field, and our image has im- 
proved, We still have a long way 
to go, though. 


9: WHAT IS THE situation with 
organized crime in Israel? 
Rosolio: “I am not afraid to 
talk about this, We have got 
organized crime: when two or 
more criminals get together and 
plan a crime, this is ‘organized 
crime.’ What we do not have, and 
never have had, is syndicated 
crime, the way you have it in 
other countries. You know what 
I call syndicated crime: the big 
panes that have worked their way 
nto the courts, the political par- 
ties and even the police.

TALKING OF heach development 
brings us to that dark stain on the 
national heritage, the tar.

It is the chronicle 
of the Planet Auschwits, I was there 
for about two years. Time there 
Is not as it is here on Earth... 
And the denlzons of this Planet 
had no names, had no parents, had 
no children, They did not dress as 
we dress here; they were not born, 
and they did not beget children... 
Thelr name wes Katzetnik (meaning 
concentration-campling) Number" — 
here he bared his left arm to show 
his Kateet Number—135633— "and 
they wore, what shall I call it...” 
Here Mr. Hausner produced the 
biue-striped pyjama-ault of Ausch- 
witz, and De-Nur continued: 
“This is thé garb of the Planet 


enlled Auschwitz. And I beHeve in 
perfect fulth that Tomust continue 
te bear this mame until the world 
is reused following this eruedfixion 
of the entire Jewish People to pro- 
test agulnst this evil, as’ it wag 
nee aroused following the crucl 
fixion of one man. f believe with 
perfect falth that just as the aastro- 
logers belleve that the stars  in- 
fluence our destiny, so does the 
ash-star Auschwitz stand in eon- 
junclion with our planet Earth, and 
influence it. 

“If I am able to stand before you 
today and recount something of this 
Planet, if I, a former denizen of 
this planet, um able to be here 
now, then I heljave in perfect faith 
that it is thanks to the vow ἃ 
gave them there.

WHILE MANY OF US enjoy 
the thought of a new and con- 
licated dish, others are put off 
by food that is even slightly un- 
familiar, This is a state of mind 
which must be reckoned with 
even though some of us may 
deplore it.

has eaten tuna-fish salad for 
lunch for most of the days of 
one’s Hfe. This dish is normal- 
ly prepared by opening a tin of 
tuna fish, draining off the oil, 
and mixing the fish with a largo 
dollop of prepared mayonnaise. 
Sometimes chopped onion and/ 
or celery and a hard-boiled οἱ 
are added, for reasons either o 
taste, or economy (to make the 
tuna go farther). The height 
of gastronomic exploration for 
many is to sprinkle a little mild 
paprika or even curry powder 
over the top of the finished pro- 
duct.
